TALLAHASSEE — The cabinet 
Tuesday -decided ‘to buy $154,000 
worth of land in the upper’ St. 
Johns River valley Tuesday in- 
stead of islands in Lake Okeecho- 
bee. . 

Tuesday's ‘decision climaxed 
months of debate over the two pro- 
jects of the Central and Southern 
Flood .Control District for. Which 
some $650,000 was held from the 
past biennium. 

Island land owners. have asked 
the state to/pay two million dollars 
in flowage’easements for their 
lands which will hecome lake bot- 
tom when the water level is raised 
by a new dike on the west edge of 
the lake. The flood control district 
said however, the lands would not 
be flooded until ‘late 1960. ` 

Officials of the flood district 
contended that projects in, the 
St. Jcins River ley should be 
completed befo} e one in Lake 
Okeechobee. 

They claim thð'Army Corps of 
Engineers has gone further in 
planning and reports with the river 
project and land for them should 
be purchased now while it is in the 
hands of large property owners. 

In some cases, they said, lands 
has been donated to the water 
conservation project. But they are 
afraid if the state does not buy up 
the rest of the needed acres, the 
people who donated the land will 
take it back. 

In buying the river valley land, 
the cabinet ordered the flood con- 
trol district to go ahead with plans 
to settle the island flowage ease- 
ments as soon as possible. 

Agriculture Commissioner~ Na- 
than Mayo said he thought’ the 
matter should be settled now, but 
agreed that the price asked by the 
islands owners was “way out of 
line.” . 

There will be approximately 
$500,000 left in the fund when the 
St. Johns land is bought, and the 
state has offered .island owners 
$200,000 as a flowage easement.

|Gas From Mexico To 
Cuba To Florida 


HAVANA, CUBA—Organization 
of a Cuban company to carry out 
the hitherto unheard of project of 
piping. natural gas from Mexico to 
Havana and thence to Florida, has 
been announced. 

The company is the Cub&in Gas 
Transmission Company, conceived 
by Edwin Pauley, Los Angeles oil 
man and former treasurer of/the 
National Democratic Committee. 

The plan, in capsule form, calls 
for a submarine’ pipeline from 
Mexican oil fields to run under- 
water between the Yucatan pen- 
insula and Cuba and through 150 
miles of Cuban soil into Havana. It 
would then be continued to Florida. 

Another natural gas pipeline, 
which will run 1,000 miles under 
ground from Texas, has already 
been promised for Florida. This 
line is scheduled for completion in 
1958 and is estimated to cost $200 
million “in- comparison to the $5 
million, initial capitalization of the 
Pauley natural gas plan. 

Florida Development Commis- 
sion officials in Tallahassee prom- 
ised they would keep close tab on 
the Pauley plan as they are inten- 
sély interested in seeing natural 
gas piped to Florida to aid indust- 
rial development:
